CITY SCALES ETC. 


We 
learn 
that at a recent meeting 
of the city 
coune.il the matter of es­ 
tablishing a eity scales, for the official 
weighing of has, grain, coal, etc., was 
broached, but the m atter was merely men 
tinned and allowed to drop without action 
Would it not tie well to goo the matter 
consideration? 
We 
certainly 
think it 
would Le fav orably entertained by th< 
general public. 
W’r hav e already eatab 
iished by ordinance a location for the 
v ending of hay, wood, etc., and it would 
certainly tie no more arbitrary, nor any 
less right to insist on an acknowledged 
uniformity of weights and measures. 


Beales could be placed in a conv eniently 
central location, and the serv ices of a re 
liable officer secured at a salary that so 
far from incurring an expense to the city, 
would produce a rev enue 
In fact we 
hav e no doubt that reliable parties can 
tie found that would put in scales at their 
own expense, under the superv ision of 
the city council, attend to the duties of 
the office, and turn ov er to the city treas 
urer a satisfactory percentage of the es 
tablished fees. 
These fees, 
small of 
course in each case, would amount in ttie 
aggregate to no inconsiderable 
B u m , and 
while, for conv enience, collected from 
the v amter, would in the end of course 
be paid by the purchaser, so that no in­ 
jury would be done to or v alid objection 
could be raised by the bones» dealer in 
the articles mentioned, while the con­ 
sumer would certainly be willing to pay 
the small adv ance for the official certifl 
cate of a city officer assuring him that he 
was receiv ing just what he paid for. 


It is no reflection on the honesty of 
our local dealers to say that this is es­ 
pecially true now that, by a combination 
of mine owners, the price of coal has ad 
v anned 
twenty liv e 
cents per ton per 
month, this year many months earlier 
than usual. 
The standing jokes of dog 
sausages, water in the milk and eighteen 
hundred pounds to the ton, howev er un 
reasonable or unjust, hav e their influence 
on the mind of many a purchaser, and 
we should think that in self defense the 
v enders of fuel and all such bulky corn 
modifies 
would ask for an ordinance 
establishing a city sc ale. 


It is not only desirable, but i< is no new 
thing, ev en in Dixon. 
Away back iu the 
distant past, when the city contained riot" 
half the population ft does now, Dixon 
prov ided that all v enders of hay, coal, 
etc., should procure from its accredited 
officer a certificate us to the weight of 
ev ery load sold, and the exact measurrnent 
of each load of wood offered for sale. The 
city scales for years stood in front of the 
carriage factory of Vann A Means, Third 
street, just south of .Market Square, 
At 
one time Mr. Witt was the city weigh 
er. of 
wood, 
Lawyer 
Flagg 
on the 
South Hide and John W. Chile on tbc 
North Hide were the official measurers. 
When and how the ordinance, establish 
ed for the benefit of the community at 
large, came to be abolished, we are not 
quite conv ersant: the records of the city 
will probably tell, but we hav e been in­ 
formed that it was through the influence 
of 
a v ery pugnacious member of the 
council, who in those days was a dealer 
in both coal and wood, ami so continued 
for many years (hereafter.
